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Greetings fellow Alumni; 


Just before Christmas, you 
received a copy of our year-end 
appeal letter, sent to members 
and friends. You probably 
noticed the serious tone of the 
message and may have even 
wondered if Redeemer was in 
serious financial trouble. I’d like 
to take this page and explain 
things a little further and suggest 
ways in which we can improve 
the situation. 


To become a credible academic 
institution and attract students, 
Redeemer College must offer a 
wide range of courses and 
programmes. In order to do this, 
it has 30 full-time and 10 part- 
time faculty. With the current 
enrolment of 342, our student / 
faculty ratio is very low, around 


10 - 1 for the 88/89 academic year. 


This compares with the ideal ratio 
of 15-1 in similar institutions. In 
essence, one of our strongest 
selling points is also a major 
concern for the College. The cost 
for Redeemer College to educate a 
student is much higher than at 
universities with a better ratio. 


The year end appeal spoke of 
students taking fewer courses (on 
average) than before, fewer 
students in campus housing, and 
of increased interest costs on our 
debt. This has resulted ina 
$290,000 excess deficit for this 
fiscal year, in addition to the 
planned shortage. College 
administrators say that this trend 
will continue and worsen unless 
immediate action is taken. The 


College will operate on the same 
budget for two years in an effort 
to bring expenses and revenue 
closer together. This past fall, 
budgets were trimmed and a 
percentage of pay raises were 
donated back to the College by 
both faculty and staff. In 
addition, response to the year 
end appeal was very good. 
Together, these measures will go 
far toward getting us back on 
track; however, more is 
necessary in order to ensure 
success. 


The key to success is increasing 
the student enrollment. Since 
students pay tuition per course 
taken and take fewer courses (on 
average), we have to attract 
many more students to our 
campus in order to increase 
revenue. Ideally, we have to 
shoot for the 15 - 1 student/ 
faculty ratio mentioned earlier, 
requiring an enrollment of 
approximately 500. 


How do we help meet this goal? 
There is one thing we can do 
right now the College cannot do. 
We can talk about our exper- 
iences to others. 


All of us have younger brothers 
and sisters, nieces and nephews 
who intend to go to university. 
Tell them about your experience 

- both the good and the bad - 
but do tell them. Right now, I 
think Alumni can play a key role 
in the success - or failure of our 
Alma Mater. 


Admissions prospects always 
say how much they appreciate it 
when Board of Governors 
members call them to answer 
their questions and talk about 
the College. I believe it would 
be great for Alumni to make 
some contacts this way. We 
have experienced university in a 
way that most Board Members 
have'nt; we have studied here. 


Recently, I asked myself "Do | 
give an accurate report of my 
experience at Redeemer when | 
talk to others? Do I talk about 
if?" Speaking out for Redeemer 
is something we can do now 
that will benefit our school 
greatly. The best thing is that it’s 
free! I challenge each one of you 
to be more active for Redeemer 
College in finding students. Even 
giving our Admissions Dept. 
names of good prospects will 
help. Together, we can make a 
difference for Redeemer College
